Also, a 
reference disclosing administration of an agent to a thymocyte would not render obvious 
administration of the same agent to a macrophage, for example. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 
PART II - PHYSIOLOGY OR DEVELOPMENT 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species with regard to the recited "physiology" or "development": 

II- a) cellular calcium flux, 
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ll-b) chemoattractant response, 

ll-c) cellular morphology modification response,

ll-f) immunological response, 

ll-g) inflammatory response in thymus, and 

II- h) inflammatory response in gastrointestinal tract, including colon and small 
intestine.

III- a) TECK polypeptide, 

lll-b) an agonist that is a type of antibody, including Fv, Fab, Fab2, monoclonal,

I ll-c) another specific agonist that is not a TECK polypeptide or an antibody 
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lll-d) an antagonist that that is a type of antibody, including Fv, Fab, Fab2, 
monoclonal, or polyclonal, and
